His raw ma- 
terial is naked land, in tilling which he 
must call to his aid the finished products 
of ft long list of manufactures—machin- 
ery, wagons, harness, tools—tiud after 
feeding the crops raiued by aid o£ these 
he turns out wool as his finished 
product. This in turn is the raw ma- 
terial of the cloth manufacturer, whose 
finished product 
becomes 
the 
raw 


material of the merchant tailor. 
So 


with iron, beginning at the ore bad, 
and following through the processes of 
digging, transportation, smelting, roll- 
ing, refining, ac.d ioto the thousand 
produota of advanced iron and steel 
manufactures. 
Tha finished product of 


each in turn becomes tho material for a 
more advanced manufacture by 
the 


other, and by reason of such fulls nmler 
the ban of the revenue reformer. 


No further illustration is needed to 


discover the tactics of tbe free tiade 
promoters. Their demand for "free 
raw material" onoe 
conceded, 
that 


convenient phrase will be used to swell 
the free list into dimensions beside 
which the Mills bill will appear dimin- 
utive. Thia plea for free raw materials

object is the complete overthrow of the 
policy of Protection to Home Indus-
